HANS POTGIETER ZS6ALJ RESIGNS FROM COUNCIL 


It is with regret that the Council of the SARL announces that Hans Potgieter 
ZS6ALJ has tendered his resignation from the council of the SARL with effect 
from 31 July 2003 because personal and business pressures at the moment do 


not allow him to give his full attention to the task ahead. Hans says he will 
always be a stern supporter of the SARL and will be available to assist were 
possible. 

The Council thanks Hans for the role he has played in the council and wish him 


well with his endeavours. Graham ZS6GJH will act as President until the next 
council meeting when an election will take place. 


ICASA INCREASES FEES 


ICASA has informed the SARL that from 28 July 2003 the new fees as were 
published in the Government Gazette No 22874 of Nov 2001 will apply. This 
will have a major impact on Amateur Radio and specifically the RAE. 


The impact on the RAE is as follows: 


Application for certificate R100,00; Certificate R30,00; Application for license 
R140,00; License fee R27,00. The total comes to R297.00 without the examina- 
tion costs. 


Other changes are: 


License fee R27,00; Modification to license R100,00; Technical Modification 
R240,00 (repeaters, BBS, wefax, beacons) Application for special event call 
sign R140,00. 


SARL HF PHONE CONTEST 


This afternoon at 14:30 CAT the 2003 SARL HF Phone Contest will commence. 
The aim of the annual contest is to work as many Southern African stations on 
20, 40 and 80 metres. The contest ends at 18:30 CAT. 


Participants are requested to only work in following band segments so that non- 
contesters may also use the frequencies: 14,125 to 14,175, 7,040 to 7,080 and 
3,600 to 3,650 Mhz. The exchange is RS and a serial number starting at 001. 


Each phone contact counts one point; 2 points are achieved for each call area 
worked per band and 2 points for each station worked on all three bands. There 
are eight call areas. 


The general rules and the rules of this contest are available on the SARL website. 
Download a copy of the HF Contest Logger by Nico ZS4NS, it will assist you 
with the scoring and at the end of the contest provide you with an electronic 
log summary and sheet. The closing date for your entry is Monday 18 August 
and can be e-mailed to contest@sarl.org.za or sent by mail to the NARC.

RSGB RESPONDS TO BBC TV REPORT ON POWERLINE COMMUNICA- 
TIONS 


The RSGB has contacted the BBC to point out its objections to an item on 
the BBC TV 6 o’clock News on Thursday 24th July. The item referred to the 
use of the electricity supply as a medium for Internet access. This is variously 
referred to as PLT, PLC or Powerline Communication. The following is a quote 
from the e-mail sent to the BBC TV News: 


“The news item was unbalanced in that no mention was made to the very serious 
problems of radio interference inherent in Powerline technology. At the present 
time there is strong disagreement as to how much radio interference should be 
permitted. Needless to say radio interests, which besides ourselves, include the 
BBC and many other organisations are anxious that radio interference should 
be minimised.” 


The e-mail went on to point out the difference between the systems based on 
ADSL technology, which are currently being deployed in considerable numbers, 
and the proposed PLT systems.
